prophets! 
“But I tell you who hear me, love 
your enemies, treat those who hate 
you well, bless those who curse you, 
pray for those who abuse you.

the man who takes away your coat, 
do not keep b 
your shirt either. 
Give to everyone that asks of you, 
and If anyone takes away what is 
yours, do not demand it back.

treat you. 
If you love 
only 
those 
who love you, what m erit is there in 
that? 
For even godless people love 
those who love them. 
And if you 
help only those who help you, what 
merit is there In that? Bren godless 
people act In that way. 
And if you 
iend only to people from whom you 
expect to get something, w hat merit 
is there in that? 
Even godless peo­ 
ple lend to godless people, meaning 
to get it back again in full. But love 
your enemies, and help them and 
lend to them, never despairing, and 
you will be richly rewarded, and you 
will be sons of the Most High, for he 
is kind even to the ungrateful and 
the wicked. 
You must he merciful, 
just as your Father is. Do not judge 
others, and they will not judge you. 
Do not condemn them, and they will 
not condemn you. Excuse others and 
they will excuse you. Give, and they 
will give to 
you; 
good 
measure, 
pressed down, shaken together, and 
running over, they will pour Into your 
lap. 
For the measure you use with 
others they In turn will use with 
you.” 
And he used a figure, saying, 
“Can one blind man lead another? 
Will they not both fall into a hole? 
A pupil is not better than his teach­ 
er but every pupil when he Is fully 
trained will be like his teacher. Why 
do you keep looking at the speck in 
your brother's eye, and pay no at­ 
tention to the beam th at is In your 
own? 
How can you 
say to 
your 
brother, ’Brother, just let me get that 
speck out of your eye,’ when you can­ 
not see the beam in your own eye- 
You hypocrite! 
First get the beam 
out of your own eye, and t^en you 
can see to get out the speck in your 
brother’s eye. 
For soqtid trees do 
not bear bad fruit, 
nor 
bad 
trees 
sound fruit. Every tree is known by 
its fruits. 
They do not pick figs off 
thorns, or gather grapes from bram ­ 
bles. A good man, out of the good he 
lias accumulated in his heart, pro­ 
duces good, and a bad man, out of 
what he has accumulated that Is bad, 
produces what is bad. For bis mouth 
says only what his heart is ful of. 
Why do you call me: ’Lord! Lord!’ 


and not do what I tell you? If any­ 
one comes to me and listens to this 
teaching of mine and acts upon it, 
I will show you whom he Is like. He 
is like a man who was building a 
house, who dug deep and laid his 
foundation upon the rock, and when 
there was a flood the torrent burst 
upon that house and could not shake 
ti, because it was well built. But the 
man who listens to it, and does not 
act upon it, is Uke a man who built 
a house on the ground without any 
foundation. 
The torrents burst upon 
it, and it collapsed at once, and the 
wreck of that house was complete.” 
When he had finished saying all 
this in the hearing of the people, he 
went tq(tCopernaum. 
A Roman 
captain 
had a 
slave 
whom he thought a great deal of, and 
the slave was sick and at the point 
of death. 
When the captain heard 
about Jesus, he sent 
some 
Jewish 
elders to him, to ask him to come 
and save his slave’s life. 
And they 
went to Jesus and urged him strong­ 
ly to do it, and said, 
“He deserves to have you do this 
for him, for he loves our nation, and 
4t was he who built us our synago­ 
gue.” 
So Jesus went with them. 
But 
when he was not far from the house, 
the captain sent some friends to him, 
to say to him, 
“Master, do not 
take 
any more 
trouble, for I am not a suitable per­ 
son to have you under my roof. That 
is why I did not think I was fit to 
come to you. 
But simply say the 
word, and have my servant cured. 
For I am myself under the orders of 
others, and I have soldiers under me, 
and I tell one to go, and he goes, and 
another to come, and he comes, and 
my slave to do something, and he 
does It.” 
When Jesus heard this, he was as­

Prevent “Rear End” Crashes. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 4.— A new safety 
device that automatically will stop 
a speeding train against which 
a 
block has been set, even though the 
engineer may not he in the cab, 
was announced yesterday by offi­ 
cials of the Chicago, Rock Island, 
and 
Pacific 
Railway 
Company, 
which has installed the device on 
its double track main line between 
Chicago and Rock Island, 111. 
The appliance, known as the Re­ 
gan device, railroad officials declar­ 
ed mak**s the operation of trains al­ 
most entirely safe so far as the 
danger of collision 
is 
concerned. 
Tests have been successful. 
The device is operated in con­ 
junction with the semiphore block 
signal, an electric third rail about 
eighty feet long being located at 
each electric block signal This rail 
just outside the right hand rail of 
the track is connected with the 
block signal. 
When the red light 
is set against a train the rail is in 
such a position that a “shoe” on 
the tender of the locomotive comes 
in contact with the third rail, the 
“shoe” being connected 
with 
the 
air brake system which is set auto­ 
matically when contact Is made to 
bring the train to a full stop or slow 
speed as the signal indicates.
